Fear that Lake Michigan’s abnormally 
high level might endanger shoreline 
property was expressed by Robert Kin- 
gery, general manager of the Chicago 
Regional Planning Association. Cities, 
villages and park districts along the lake 
front from Racine, Wis., to Michigan 
City, Ind., have been warned, said Kin- 
gery, that considerable damage to bulk- 
heads, small harbor works and piers may 
result from the rising lake level unless 
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further protective measures are taken. 

Chicago’s need for more lake diver- 
sion has been intensified by its inability 
to obtain materials to complete construc- 
tion of a new filtration plant on the 
city’s south side to alleviate an unhealth- 
ful condition resulting from a dangerous 
pollution of the city’s water supply. 

Just before Congress recessed for the 
summer. Representative Sabath of Illi- 
nois introduced into the House a joint 
resolution authorizing Chicago to in- 
crease diversions from Lake Michigan 
into the Sanitary District Canal, the 
Calumet River and the Sag Canal from 
the 1,500-c.f.s. limit set by the U. S. 
Supreme Court to 5,000 c.f.s. In pre- 
senting the resolution, Representative 
Sabath said that Lake Michigan is at 
its highest level since 1931, being 18 in. 
above the average.

gerous to make it necessary to exclude 
the public from the shore waters and the 
beach up to the line reached by high tide. 
The chief source of pollution is the mile- 
leng Hyperion outfall which leaks at the 
joints and is inadequate to handle sewage 
flows greatly increased by the large 
growth of population due to the influx 
of war workers and military personnel. 

The Interstate Sanitation Commission 
of New York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut is taking steps to determine the 
character of sewage disposal methods to 
be employed by municipalities along 
Long Island Sound to protect the shore 
waters of that section of the New York 
metropolitan area. 

Surveys looking toward a $100,000,000 
post-war program to rid the Delaware 
and Schuylkill rivers of silt, sewage and 
other impurities have been authorized 
by the Interstate Commission on the 
Delaware River Basin. Edward J. Turner, 
of Chester, Pa., chairman of the com- 
mission said. 

The cost of cleaning up the two rivers 
from their mouths to their headwaters 
would be split four ways, he said, with 
proportionate parts borne by the federal 
and state governments, the municipalities 
and directly affected industries. 

“What we have in mind is a long-range 
program which will ultimately restore 
the Delaware river and its tributaries, 
including the Schuylkill, to the beauty 
and cleanliness of a century ago.” 


New sewage disposal plan 
considered for Toronto 


The Board of Control of the city of 
Toronto, Ont., is considering immediate 
action regarding the construction of a 
new sewage disposal plant. At present, 
the city’s sewage is partially treated in 
an inadequate plant with the result that 
constant vigilance is necessary with re- 
gard to the municipal water supply, 
drawn from Lake Ontario, into which all 
sewage is discharged. Many of the local 
beaches are repeatedly being fouled. 

This matter has been under considera- 
tion for many years. In 1941 the city 
called for tenders and received two, but 
difficulties arose with regard to the sup- 
ply of the necessary reinforcing steel. 
The low bidder, Rayner Construction 
Company of Toronto, has now written 
to the city stating that its bid must be 
increased by $128,820 in view of erosion 
at the plant site since the original esti- 
mates were made, due to the present 
high water level of Lake Ontario. 
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Big Inch completed 
from Texas to east coast 


Big Inch, the longest, largest and most 
urgently needed oil-carrying pipeline in 
the world, was dedicated July 19 by 
Secretary Ickes as Petroleum Adminis- 
trator, to “the task of victory for the 
freedom of all men.” 

Ceremonial closure of the line was 
made at Phoenixville, Pa., about thirty 
miles west of Philadelphia, where the 
1,251-mile 24-in. dia. oil carrier was 
joined with 20-in. dia. branches which 
will carry the Texas crude oil to Eastern 
refineries with termini at Bayonne, N. J. 
and Marcus Hook, Pa. 

Oil is now being pumped eastward 
from a midwest terminal at Norris City, 
Ill., advancing about 3 mi. per hour. The 
column of oil is expected to reach Phoe- 
nixville early in August and the seaboard 
refineries by Aug. 20. After that time 
the 1,388 mile, 24-in. and 20-in. dia. 
lines costing $95,000,000 are expected 
to deliver a daily total of 300,000 barrels, 
or 12,600,000 gallons, of crude oil. 

Mr. Ickes warned however that the 
new flow would mean little in the way 
of pleasure driving gasoline for the 
East. “Let us not, in the knowledge that 
the Big Inch is ready to flow new quan- 
tities of oil into the East, plead for an 
increase in pleasure driving at the ex- 
pense of an increase in the power of our 
attack,” he said. 


Former restrictions eased 
on some irrigation work 


President Roosevelt has signed a bill 
which authorizes substitution of private 
labor for former WPA and CCC labor, 
legalizes use of war prisoners, and pro- 
vides for commencement of work on cer- 
tain types of public projects before 
lands have been entirely procured. The 
act concerns construction of dams and 
reservoirs for water conservation and 
utilization projects, and provides further 
that $2,000,000 of reimbursable funds can 
now be expended for any one project 
instead of only $1,000,000 as formerly. 
Projects must be found justifiable in 
wartime by serving to promote food pro- 
duction. 

The old act, popularly known as the 
Wheeler-Case Act, was designed espe- 
cially to utilize WPA and CCC labor.

First powered concrete ship of World War Il 


Three self-propelled concrete vessels were 
floated from a basin at Tampa, Fia., July 15, 
the first powered concrete boats of commercial 
size completed in this war. The U. S. Maritime 
Commission's designation of self-propelled 
“barges” rather than ships reflects the lack of 
enthusiasm for concrete shipbuilding consist- 
ently shown by the building agency. 

These vessels are first of a contract for 24 
dry cargo boats being built in three basins, 
each 1,200 ft. long. Basins accommodate three 
ships so that nine ships may be constructed at 
one time. The basins are of thin section con- 
crete that is prevented from floating by keep- 
ing water level of the surrounding ara low with 
constantly pumped wellpoints. An article de- 
scribing the basins and giving the personnel of

boats, appeared in ENR July 15, 1943, p. 152. 
The powered barges are about the same size 
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os the towed concrete tanker and dry cargo 
barges, (ENR June 17 p. 878 and June 24 p. 
921) 350 ft. long and about 5,000 long-ton 
carrying capacity. They are built on forms 
permanently affixed to the bottom of the basin 
and "stripped" water, thus 
floating the ships. 

Exterior forms for the side shells were built 
as ‘mats’ for vacuum processing of the con-

Great Britain in Wartime 


SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, June 25. 
In these times of salvage drives and scrap 
collections, even the left-overs from an 
editor's notebook—-those impressionistic 
or factual jottings that have nothing to 
do with the principal subject being stud- 
ied—are often too good to be consigned 
to the wastebasket. Such at least is the 
reasoning that forms the excuse for the 
following comments on Britain in war- 
time. They are based on notes made dur- 
ing trips to American military construc- 
tion projects that have necessitated driv- 
ing over about 1,500 miles of rural 
roads and through dozens of British 
cities and towns, as well as travelling on 
British railways. They carefully avoid 
the economic and political and merely 
record some of those commonplace things 
that an engineer or construction man 
might be expected to notice. 


Roads stand up under war traffic 


British rural roads excite admiration 
and wonder. Constant military maneuy- 
ers, involving long convoys of trucks, 
tanks and mobile guns should rut and 
ravel their tar-macadam surface, but no 
signs of distress are visible. Even on 
the curves. which seem to be encountered 
every two or three hundred yards, there 
is no evidence of shoving or surface wear. 
Good and constant maintenance by local 
authorities is no doubt a contributing 
influence, but the fact that maintenance 
crews are only infrequently encountered 
suggests another reason—age. Many 
British rural roads have followed their 
present alignments for centuries. Crom- 
well or even Caesar may started 
the consolidation of their bases. and sev- 
eral generations of maintenance crews 
have built up the pavements until thick- 
nesses are substantial. The action of 
British roads under wartime traffic lends 
support to the view of modern roadbuild- 
ers that a road is only as good as its base. 
They set a standard for those interested 
in soil stabilization and subgrade con- 
solidation to shoot at. 

Except along the coasts the war seems 
almost as remote in the British rural

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Funds for postwar highway planning 


provided in new federal-aid law 


President approves amendment to highway act to make $50,000,000 
available for postwar plans. More road Work in prospect. 


Expenditure of $50,000,000 by the 
Public Roads Administration in coopera- 
tion with the state highway departments 
for surveys, plans and specifications for 
postwar highway projects is authorized 
by an amendment to the Federal Aid 
Highway Act approved by the President 
on July 13. The amendment also pre- 
vents the reapportionment of unexpended 
balances of federal-aid funds not obli- 
gated by the states as of July 1, 1943. 
Because of war restrictions, the states 
have not been able to use the fund 
apportioned to them. The new act makes 
these funds available to the states until 
one year after the termination of the 
emergency declared by the President on 
May 27, 1941. According to estimates 
of the American Road Builders Associa- 
tion, these funds amount to $68,000,000 
for the fiscal year that ended June 30, 
1943, and $103,000,000 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1944. 


Planning funds 


The $50,000.v00 is to be used “for en- 
gineering and economic investigations of 
projects for future construction and for 
surveys, plans, specifications. and esti- 
postwar highway improve- 
This fund is to be apportioned 
according to the regular federal-aid for- 
mula. but in no case may the amount 
going to any state exceed the amount of 
the state’s unobligated federal-aid funds. 
The amounts allocated to each state are 
given in the accompanying table. 

This $50,000,000 fund for postwar 
highway plans contains no provision for 
purchase of rights-of-way, but the term

“construction” as used in the Federal 
Highway Act has been broadened to in- 
clude acquisition of right-of-way, hence 
the state highway departments now can 
use federal-aid fund allocated to them 
in part payment for rights-of-way. 

The sum of $10,000,000 is made avail- 
able to the Commissioner of Public Roads 
for repair of roads and bridges dam- 
aged by floods, hurricanes, earthquakes 
or landslides. The commissioner also is 
authorized to reimburse state highway 
departments for repair and rehabilitation 
of roads substantially damaged by the 
Army, Navy or other agency of the gov- 
ernment or by contractors employed by 
the government in the prosecution of the 
war or national defense. Amounts due 
the states as determined under this sec- 
tion shall be certified to Congress, pro- 
vided claims for reimbursement shall 
have been filed within 30 days following 
the damage or termination of the ma- 
neuvers. 

Expenditure of $27,500.000 for roads 
to sources of critical war materials is 
authorized. 


Freeing of toll bridges 


States which have built or acquired 
toll bridges and shall have opened such 
bridges to trafhe free of charge before 
Jan. 1, 1945, are entitled to reimburse- 
ment of 50 percent of the “current rea- 
sonable value of the physical property 
exclusive of right-of-way,” provided the 
bridge was built to standards approved 
by the PRA. When a state cannot ac- 
quire a bridge promptly, the Federal 
Works Administration may acquire it by

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New terminal in service at Montreal 


A new passenger terminal for the Ca- 
nadian National Railway System in the 
heart of Montreal was put into service 
on July 14. Opening of this new station 
astride the deep cut where one of the 
CNR lines emerges from a tunnel under 
Mt. Royal marks the culmination of work 
begun in 1929 before the financial de- 
pression. Plans laid in that era of pros- 
perity were much more comprehensive 
than the project now brought to com- 
pletion. 

A large amount of new track construc- 
tion was involved in the original scheme 
to provide better railway lines through 
and around the city and to eliminate 
many grade crossings. New freight term- 
inals also were proposed. A_ projected 
passenger terminal in the heart of the 
city’s business district was to handle all 
passenger traffic and was designed to be 
below ground in a wide cut over which 
extensive air-right development would be 
possible, 

Work on that project was suspended 
after about one million cubic yards of 
earth and rock had been excavated from 
the passenger-terminal site and after part 
of a viaduct from the terminal area across 
the low lying part of the city to Victoria 
Bridge had been completed. 

In 1939, work was resumed and has 
been continued on a greatly reduced 
scale since that time. The viaduct ap- 
proach has been completed, including a 
connection to permit trains coming into 
the old Bonaventure Station from the 


The new Canadian National Railway terminal 
in Montreal occupies part of the deep cut 
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west to come into the new station ove! 
the viaduct. thus eliminating many grade 
crossings. 

The station itself is on a much smaller 
scale than the original scheme. It stands 
in the open cut made for the larger proj- 
ect. access being from streets that are 
across the cut as viaducts at 
different The whole structure is 
characterized by simplicity, both in 
structural detail and in layout.

Civil engineering construction in con- 
tinental U. S. totals $48,969,000 for the 
week.
